for Better Things. 


St. Petersburg. July 18.—It is au-i 
thoritatlvely stated that since the out­ 
break of the war neither Russia nor 
Great Britain had proposed negotia­ 
tions looking 
to the settlem ent o f : 
pending questions between the two 
1 countries and that consequently the 
1 report that Russia has rejected any 
overture» by Great Britain In this dl-1 
rectlon is a mistake. 
The important fact, however, has • 
developed that prior to the outbreak; 
j of hostilities tentative negotiations for 
the adjustment of long-standing dif­ 
ferences betw een the two countries 
had actually begun, but when Great 
Britain’s ally became Involved In a 
war with Russia the Impropriety of 
continuing the negotiations was rcc 
ognized by both parties and by mutual 
agreem ent 
they 
were 
adjourned. 
Since that tim e there has been no 
effort by either side to renew them. 
N evertheless It seem s beyond ques­ 
tion that the diplomacy of b«ith coun 
tries is 
striving to pave the way 
toward an entente at the conclusion 
of the war. 
In the m eantime such 
Independent questions as arise are 
being adjudicated in the best of spirit, 
as w itnessed in the sealing cases and 
in Great Britain’s gracious undertak­ 
ing to act for Russia in the protection 
of the seal fisheries in Bering sea. 
Especially 
since the arrival of Sir 
Charles Harding, the British am bas­ 
sador, w hose special mission is be­ 
lieved to be the cultivation of better 
r«*lations in view of an ultim ate en­ 
tente, there has been a noticeable 
amelioration of anti-British sentim ent 
in Russia.
